ter excessive 
champagne 
drinking 


This is analogous to the stupor pro- 
duced b> carbonic acid gas; bm ii is 


assisted ami intensified by the excess 
of sugar deranging the stomach, fhe 
undigested sugar turns into acid, and 
thus It is that too much champagne 
is apt to produce dyspepsia.
